The three day conference of the, 
central district of the Pacific | 
Coast Building Officials in Berke- 
ley, was concluded yesterday af- 
ternoon with an estimate of the 
proposed uniform building code | 
for the Pacific coast, according 
to City Building Inspector A. J. 
Hurley, who attended the session. 

Various sections of the “final, 
preliminary draft” of the Sanhoeell| 
code were discussed. The confer- 
ence is the outgrowth of efforts, 
on the part of building officials 
for more than a year to standard- 
ize pbuilding regulations in coast 
cities. It is estimated that an! 
enormous economic saving will be| 
effected through such a code: 

At an annual meeting of the 
Pacific coast conference held in 
San Jose in September a “final 
preliminary draft” was presented. 

The preliminary draft has been’ 
adopted practically intact by the 
cities of Sacramento, San Bernar- | 
ding and Alhambra. 

The conference in Berkeley was 
for the purpose of clearing up a 
number of points in the code pre- 
paratory to submitting it to cities 
of northern California for adop- 
tion. ; 

Representatives from _ thirty 
cities in the northern part of the 
state attended the conference. 
Stanley P. Koch, chief building 
inspector of Berkeley, and chair- 
man of the central district of the 
conference, presided.
